Most in Mass. Back Gay Marriage 


BOSTON I Two new polls released Sunday 
show Massachusetts lawmakers could be 
bucking public opinion if they try to thwart 
the Supreme Judicial Court’s ruling last week 
that found the state’s ban on gay marriage 
unconstitutional. 

Fifty percent of Massachusetts residents 
surveyed for a Boston Globe/ WBZ-TV poll said 
they agreed with the ruling, while 38 percent 
opposed it. A separate Boston Sunday Herald 
poll found 49 percent said they support legal- 
izing gay marriage; 38 percent oppose it. 

In its ruling, Massachusetts’s highest court 


gave the Legislature 180 days to change the 
state’s marriage laws for the benefit of gay 
couples. Some state lawmakers are now 
pushing for a constitutional amendment 
that would ban gay marriage and effective- 
ly skirt the ruling. 

Both polls released Sunday found 
opposition to the proposed constitutional 
amendment — 53 percent opposed and 36 
percent in favor in the Globe/ WBZ poll of 
400 Massachusetts residents, and 54 per- 
cent opposed and 36 percent in favor in the 
Herald poll of 405 residents, (ap)

2 soldiers killed in ambush 
in eity once touted as safe 

MOSUL, IRAQI Iraqi teenagers dragged two 
bloodied U.S. soldiers from a wrecked vehicle 
and pummeled them with concrete blocks 
Sunday, witnesses said, describing the kill- 
ings as a burst of savagery in a city once safe 
for Americans. 

Witnesses to the Mosul attack said gun- 
men shot two soldiers driving through the 
city center, sending their vehicle crashing 
into a wall. About a dozen swarming teen- 
agers dragged the soldiers out of the wreck- 
age and beat them with concrete blocks, the 
witnesses said. Television footage showed the 
soldiers’ bodies splayed on the ground as U.S. 
troops secured the area. 

The frenzy recalled the October 1993 scene 
in Somalia, when locals dragged the bodies 
of Marines killed in fighting with warlords 
through the streets. 

In Baghdad, Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt 
confirmed the Mosul deaths but refused 
to provide details. “We’re not going to get 
ghoulish about it,” he said. 

The savagery of the attack was unusual 
for Mosul, once touted as a success story in 
sharp contrast to the anti-American violence 
seen in Sunni Muslim areas near Baghdad. In 
recent weeks, however, attacks against U.S. 
troops have increased, raising concerns the 
insurgency is spreading, mariam fam (ap)

GOP May Drop Energy Bill 
Provision in Push for Passage 

Hoping to rescue energy legislation 
stalled in the Senate, Republicans 
were discussing elimination of a con- 
troversial provision to give legal pro- 
tection to the makers of MTBE, a 
gasoline additive found to contami- 
nate drinking water, according to 
sources speaking on condition of 
anonymity. The energy bill, atop pri- 
ority of President Bush, is stymied in 
the Senate. Supporters fell two votes 
short of the 60 needed to advance

Senators Wage 
Medicare Battle 


Democratic leaders 
face fading support in 
fight against measure 

WAS H I N GTO N | A sweeping Medicare 
prescription drug bill sparked a defi- 
ant last stand Sunday by outnum- 
bered critics in the Republican- con- 
trolled Senate. 

Even so, the roster of declared 
Democratic supporters for the bill 
grew to nine when Sens. Dianne 
Feinstein of California and Ron 
Wyden of Oregon announced 
their intentions to vote for it. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., led a filibuster against the 
legislation, arguing it would lead 
toward privatization of Medicare 
and warning that if they were suc- 
cessful, Republicans would soon 
be back for more. “Social Security 
is next. Medicare is now,” he said. 

Sen. Charles Grassley, R-Iowa, 
quickly disputed that, adding that 
opponents were playing politics. He

accused Democrats ofblocking a pre- 
scription drug bill two years ago, say- 
ing they had “wanted an issue” to take 
into the 2002 election. “They got a 
defeat at the polls” instead, he said. 

The measure would create a pre- 
scription drug benefit for Medicare 
beneficiaries for the first time since 
the giant health care program for 
seniors was created in 1965, with 
subsidies to help lower-income 
seniors pay the premiums. It would 
also establish an expanded oppor- 
tunity for insurance companies to 
offer private coverage for seniors.

FBI Bulletin on Protesters Questioned 


WAS H I N GTO N | Civil liberties groups 
and politicians raised the prospect 
Sunday that FBI monitoring of 
anti-war protesters could stifle 
legitimate dissent and jeopardize 
people’s First Amendment right to 
speak their mind. 

An FBI official on Sunday denied 
any effort to collect intelligence on 
people exercising their rights to free 
speech. The official said the effort 
was aimed atprovidingpolice around 


the country with information about 
how such protests should be handled. 

In one of its weekly bulletins 
sent to thousands of law enforce- 
ment agencies nationwide, the FBI 
last month detailed some of the tac- 
tics used by anti-war protesters that 
police could expect at rallies in San 
Francisco and Washington to pro- 
test the Iraq war. Past such bulle- 
tins, which usually concern terror- 
ist threats and activities, also have 


discussed activities by such groups 
as environmental advocates and 
anti-globalization activists. 

The bulletins are confidential, 
but several have been obtained by 
media organizations. 

Critics called attention to a sec- 
tion of the bulletin that urges police 
to report suspicious or unlawful 
activity to their local Joint Terrorism 
Task Force, a multiagency group run 
by the FBI. curt anderson (ap)

Report: Ga., N.C. 
Hepatitis Strains 
Likely Linked 

ATLANTA I A North Carolina out- 
break of hepatitis A probably came 
from green onions, which also have 
been blamed for outbreaks linked to 
restaurants in Georgia, Tennessee 
and Pennsylvania, according to a 
preliminary state health report. 

The Georgia Division of Public 
Health found that the hepatitis A 
strain that sickened 16 people in 
North Carolina was the same as 
the one that afflicted 259 people 
in Georgia and likely came from 
the same source. 

The Georgia outbreak had 
previously been traced to green 
onions shipped from Mexico, and 
the report said a single Atlanta 
Farmers’ Market distributor pro- 
vided green onions from California 
suppliers to three Georgia restau- 
rants where multiple people got the 
liver infection, danielyee (ap)

Daschle says GOP is 
misconstruing Dems’ 
position on terrorism 

WASHINGTON | Senate Democratic 
leader Tom Daschle is demanding 
that Republicans stop showing their 
first television ad of the 2004 presi- 
dential race, which he called “repul- 
sive and outrageous.” 

The 30 -second ad, featuring 
clips of Bush during his State of 
the Union address last January, 
portrays the president as a fighter 
of terrorism as Democrats retreat 
from the fight. 

“We all want to defeat terror- 
ism,” the South Dakota senator 
told NBC’s “Meet the Press.” But “to 
chastise and to question the patrio- 
tism of those who are in opposition 


to some of the president’s plans I 
think is wrong.” 

The Republican National 
Committee has no plans to honor 
Daschle’s wishes. 

“We have no doubt that Sen. 
Daschle and others in his party 
who oppose the president’s pol- 
icy of pre-emptive self-defense 
believe that their national securi- 
ty approach is in the best interests 
of the country,” RNC spokeswoman 
Christine Iverson said. “But we also 
have no doubt that they are wrong 
about that, and we will continue to 
highlight this critical policy differ- 
ence as well as others.” 

The ad will air through Tuesday 
in Iowa, and then may run again in 
New Hampshire during the next 
Democratic debate in December, 
Iverson said.

Diplomats Battle Over N.Y. Space Jam 


NEW YORK I In the latest space 
race, the Russians are losing. And 
it’s about to become an internation- 
al incident. At stake is one of New 
York City’s most coveted assets: a 
free parking space. 

For years. New York City has been 
battling deadbeat diplomats who 
refuse to pay their parking tickets, 
citing diplomatic immunity. Russia 
used to be the top offender, receiving 
31,388 tickets in one year. 

But now the tables have turned. 
Somebody is parking in spaces desig- 


nated for Russian diplomats, and the 
police refuse to ticket them. That’s 
because the scofflaws are the police 
themselves, says Russian ambassa- 
dor Sergei V. Lavrov. 

In October, the US. Senate passed 
legislation sponsored by New York 
Sens. Charles Schumer and Hillary 
Clinton that requires Washington, 
D.C., to reduce a country’s foreign 
aid package by the amount it owes 
in parking fines, plus a 10 percent 
penalty. The bill has yet to go to the

Man Gets Suspended Sentence 
For Smoking During Ramadan 

A Syrian man caught smoking a 
cigarette during the Muslim fast- 
ing month of Ramadan has been 
handed a suspended jail sentence 
of one month. Tawfiq Breik Hneidi, 
36, is the first Syrian arrested in 50 
years for smoking in public during 
Ramadan. Hneidi is a follower of 
the Druse religion, which is an off- 
shoot of Islam. His lawyer, Khalil 
Matouq, called the arrest “a viola- 
tion of human rights” and vowed 
to appeal, (ap) 

KASHMIR 

Pakistani PM Caiis For 
Truce Over ‘Line of Controi’ 

Pakistani troops patrolling the 
volatile frontier dividing Kashmir 
will begin a cease-fire within days. 
Prime Minister Zafarullah Khan 
Jamali said Sunday. The cease- 
fire will coincide with the holi- 
day marking the end of Ramadan, 
the Muslim holy month of fasting. 
The frontier, or Line of Control, 
was drawn up after the last India- 
Pakistan war in 1971 and divides 
the disputed Himalayan region 
between Pakistan and predomi- 
nantly Hindu India, (ap)

Discovery of WWII Bomb 
Leads to Mass Evacuation 

Tens of thousands of Milanese and 
tourists were evacuated from their 
homes and hotels Sunday and hun- 
dreds of train runs were rerouted 
from the central station so experts 
could detonate a half-ton World War 
II bomb found on the outskirts of 
Milan during construction work. 
The operation was described as 
the city’s largest evacuation in the 
six decades since the war. Experts 
safely detonated the bomb, (ap)

MOSUL, IRAQ I Despite the continuing 
violence in Iraq, American officers 
insisted they were making progress 
in bringing stability to the country, 
and the U.S.-appointed Governing 
Council named an ambassador to 
Washington — renewing the diplo- 
matic ties between Washington and 
Baghdad that were severed in 1990 
when Saddam invaded Kuwait. 

Meanwhile, in Baqouba, just 
north of Baghdad, insurgents det- 
onated a roadside bomb as a 4th 
Infantry Division convoy passed, 
killing one soldier and wounding 
two others, the military said. 

Also on Sunday, gunmen killed 
the Iraqi police chief of Latifiyah, 20 
miles south of Baghdad, American 
and Iraqi officials said. No further 
details were released. 

The assassination occurred one 
day after suicide bombers struck 
two police stations near Baghdad 
within 30 minutes, killing at least 
14 people. Gunmen on Saturday also 
killed an Iraqi policeman protecting 
oil installations in Mosul. 


ZAGREB, CROATIA | Nationalists who 
led Croatia to independence in 1991 
appeared poised to return to power 
Sunday after partial results from 
parliamentary elections showed 
them ousting the current pro- 
Western government. 

Early returns gave 76 seats to the 
bloc of the late nationalist president, 
Franjo Tudjman. Prime Minister 
Ivica Racan’s center-left coalition, 
struggling with voter dismay over 
slow improvement in living stan- 
dards, gained only 63 seats.

Georgia’s 
President 
Steps Down 

Shevardnadze, once 
admired in the West, 
is ousted by opposition 

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Georgian Pres- 
ident Eduard Shevardnadze 
resigned Sunday as the opposition 
threatened to storm his residence. 
His fall sparked fireworks and 
dancing among tens of thousands 
of protesters, and ended a political 
crisis astonishing for its speed and 
lack of violence. 

“The president has accomplished 
a courageous act,” said opposition 
leader Mikhail Saakashvili. “History 
will judge him kindly.” 

Shevardnadze’s resignation caps 
a political career during which he 
won admiration in the West by help- 
ing guide the Cold War to an end 
as Soviet foreign minister under 
Mikhail Gorbachev. But Georgians 
widely detested him for allowing 
corruption to infest the country. 

That anger fed the uprising, but it 
was initially triggered by the fraud- 
plagued parliamentary elections on 
Nov. 2. Opposition forces demand- 
ed the elections be annulled or that 
Shevardnadze resign, (ap)

PM defends allianees 
with West as mosques 
eome under serutiny 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I The terrorist 
bombings that have stunned Turkey 
have not diminished the Muslim 
nation’s resolve to move closer to 
the West, the prime minister said 
Sunday, adding that it is still too 
early to say whether al Qaeda is 
behind the attacks. 

“We have some evidence which 
indicates there are religious motives 
behind this,” Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan told the British 
Broadcasting Corp. “But is this an al 


Qaeda conglomerate? ... We are not 
100 percent sure at this point.” 

Meanwhile, the government 
took its anti-terror campaign to the 
nation’s religious institutions. The 
Directorate for Religious Affairs, 
which controls all the mosques in 
Turkey, issued an anti-terrorism 
sermon to be preached Tuesday as 
Muslims mark the end of Ramadan, 
the Anatolia news agency reported. 

Erdogan’s remarks came as 
Istanbul struggled to regain some 
measure of normalcy after four sui- 
cide bombings killed 57 people and 
injured hundreds — the deadliest 
peacetime violence here in decades.

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Though jurors 
in the two sniper cases have seen 
much of the same crime -scene evi- 
dence, the direct exposure they’ve 
had to the minds of the men on 
trial for their lives is dramatically 
different. 

During a week of prosecution 
evidence, Lee Boyd Malvo’s jurors 
heard more than three hours of 
tapes from two interviews in which 
Malvo confesses to pulling the trig- 
ger in each shooting, brags about 
his shooting prowess and explains 
the sniper plan by weaving togeth- 
er the philosophical, logistical and 
nonsensical. 

At times he sounds child- 
like and vulnerable. At others he 
sounds maniacal and savvy. And 


he is often friendly, insisting he is 
a “good guy.” 

A short drive away in Virginia

Q As I cram for another day onto 
a packed Blue Line train to 
get me home, I wonder: How does 
Metro decide which trains get four 
cars and which get six? 

A Believe it or not, Metro sends 
people out each month to 
count the number of riders per 
car on some rush-hour trains on 
each rail line. Metro tries to add 
cars to keep the number of riders 
below 120, although 100 would be 
ideal, said Jim Hughes, director 
of operations planning. He noted 
cars have been counted with as 
many as 180 riders. System-wide 
in September, the average number 
per car was 101, he said. The Blue 
Line averaged 99 riders per car. 

So if you feel squeezed, take a 
rush-hour ride on the Orange or 
Green lines — they had 113 riders 
per car. As Metro acquires more 
cars, it is adding them to trains, 
Hughes said, with an eye toward 
eventually running eight-car 
trains, dannyfreedman (express)

M 0 N E Y I The reputation of the credit 
counseling industry has been bat- 
tered in recent months by reports 
questioning agencies’ ethical practic- 
es and use of deceptive marketing. 

As a result of the criticism, some 
consumers who need help may be 
hesitant about seeking it for fear they 
can’t tell the bad from the good. 

“People are becoming skeptical 
and afraid,” said David C. Jones, 
president of the Association of 
Independent Consumer Credit 
Counseling Agencies, based in 
Richmond, Va. “They hear so 
many different things they don’t 
know what to do.” 

He added: “In a way it’s a good 
thing, because people will know to 
be more careful to look around and 
be sure they’re dealing with respon- 
sible agencies.” 

Kayla Fenner, 36, sought help 


about three years ago from the 
Consumer Credit Counseling 
Service in Shreveport, La. 

“I had been swimming in debt 
since I got my first credit card in 
college at the age of 19,” Fenner 
said. “I realized that even though 


I made a good salary, I was living 
hand to mouth.” 

CCCS counselors helped her 
work out a budget and a payment 
schedule and Fenner, a registered 
nurse, has so far paid off all but 
$8,000 of her $37,000 debt.

Employers find new 
ways to keep an eye 
on workers’ output 

AT WORK I It’s 9 a.m. Do you know 
where your workers are? 

Increasingly, companies do. In 
their drive to squeeze greater effi- 
ciency from staffers, a growing 
number of employers are embrac- 
ing sophisticated electronic track- 
ing systems to ensure their work- 
ers are at their desks when they are 
supposed to be. 

And while many blue-collar 
workers are used to punching a 
time clock, many of the new track- 
ing systems are trained on white- 
collar, salaried employees. 

At New York law firm Akin & 
Smith LLC, paralegals, reception- 
ists and clerks clock in by placing 
a finger on a sensor kept at a sec- 
retary’s desk. 

“It keeps everyone honest,” says 
Derek Smith, a managing partner at 
the firm. “I like to see how long they 
take for lunch,” he says, adding that 
the system has been “very success -

ful” in boosting productivity. 

For Wanda Ortiz, a 24 -year- old 
paralegal, the firm’s biometric sys- 
tem was a bit of a shock at first. 

“I never saw anything like this” at 
three other law-firm jobs, she says. 

But she says placing her thumb 
on the sensor whenever she enters or 
leaves the office has made her more 
conscious about getting back to work 


on time after breaks. “I do rush at 
lunchtime if I go out,” Ortiz says. 

At the Mitsubishi Motors North 
America plant in Normal, 111., Andy 
Whaley, a manager of accounting, 
can check from his desktop com- 
puter how many of the plant’s 500 
white-collar employees have shown 
up for work. 

“We look at the system every day, 
and we can see how many people are 
working both on the floor-associate 
side and the salary side,” Mr. Whaley 
says. “Once we capture that data, we 
can look at those reports and say, 
‘Hey, we worked so many hours this 
shift and we built so many cars.’” 

But workplace-rights advocates 
say such tracking systems are often 
needlessly invasive. 

“If you can’t tell if someone is 
doing their job without checking 
their physical location every five 
minutes you’re not much of a man- 
ager,” says Lewis Maltby, president 
of the National Workrights Institute.

Macho Makeover 



Sometimes a Latin 
urban cowboy just 
wants to feel pretty 

TRENDS I Smearing hot wax on 
Harvey Soto’s back and unruly eye- 
brows, a black- clad aesthetician 
presses down on Soto’s skin and 
with a quick tug delivers him into 
the world of the metrosexual man. 

The pain, puffiness and red 
patches are small prices to pay for 
being beautiful, says Soto, a 42 -year- 
old graphic artist from San Juan. 

“When you think of men here, 
you think about machismo or being 
rough,” says the burly Soto. “But that 
image is changing.” 

In a region where images of 
unshaven men once ruled the bill- 
boards, machismo remains king, but 
the markings of manliness are chang- 
ing. Wild-haired revolutionaries like 
Che Guevara have been replaced by 
clean-cut metrosexual icons like soc- 
cer star David Beckham, singer Ricky 
Martin and Texas Rangers outfield- 
er Juan Gonzalez, who comes from 
Puerto Rico. 

It’s not that bravado has vanished. 
Many men still play Casanova, but 
more are fittingbeauty appointments 
in between the seductions. 

Metrosexuality, a word coined by 
British journalist and author Mark 
Simpson in 1994, refers to urban, 
heterosexual men who wax, exfoliate 
and perform other grooming rituals 
some consider strictly feminine. 

The trend that took off in Europe 
and the United States has begun to 
influence tastes in Latin America 
and much of the world. Metrosexuals 
can now be seen from the islands of 
the Caribbean to the spice-scented 
alleys of India. They represent a 
booming $8 billion a year indus- 
try, according to beauty analysts. 

In the United States alone, the 
male grooming market was worth 
more than $2.4 billion last year. 
In Europe, the market was worth 
$3.8 billion, according to Alissa 
Ostriwosky, with the Mintel 
Group, a Chicago -based indepen- 
dent research firm. Estimates for 
Latin America varied. 

“We’re seeing skin care prod- 
ucts for men, hair color products, 
and even things to make your 


skin lighter,” says Bill Steele, a 
household products and cosmet- 
ics analyst with Banc of America 
Securities in Ashland, Oregon. “It’s 
a growth industry, there’s no ques- 
tion about it.” 

Latin Americans seem to have

taken the lead from their counter- 
parts in Europe and the United 
States, where the topic of metrosex- 
uality has saturated the media. For 
example, the US. TV show “Queer 


Eye for the Straight Guy” uses gay 
men to transform styleless hetero- 
sexuals into worthy metrosexuals. 

The subject has even crept into 
American politics. Syndicated col- 
umnist Maureen Dowd recently 
questioned whether US. President 
George W. Bush should consider a 
metrosexual makeover. 

In Argentina — land of the rug- 
ged gauchos — growing numbers 
of men see plastic surgeons for 
nose jobs. In Brazil, some men are 
going for enzyme treatments to fade 
stretch marks. And in Mexico, where 
faded pictures of leathery skinned 
male movie stars line cantina walls, 
executives are dashing to salons for 
makeup jobs. 

But back in San Juan, Marta 
Rodriguez says some men go too 
far. 

“I don’t like how a lot of the men 
are making their eyebrows so thin. 
Sometimes they look like girls,” the 
29 -year- old jeweler says. 

So, will men stop at nothing to 
be beautiful? 

“Bikini wax,” says Soto. “That’s

PERSONALITY I Billy Bob Thornton 
has played some loathsome charac- 
ters in his career, but nothing com- 
pares to the self-hating drunk he 
depicts in Miramax’s dark com- 
edy “Bad Santa.” This Santa is so 
rotten, he’s enough to make the 
Grinch flinch. 

“It was a good challenge for me 
as an actor to play a character like 
that, because I’m quite the opposite 
of that,” the Oscar winner said. “I’m 
very sentimental. Plus, I have two 
little boys that are 9 and 10, and 
Christmastime around here is this 
amazing time.” 

In “Bad Santa,” Thornton plays 
a foul-mouthed safecracker who 
teams with a dwarf to knock over 
department stores while working as 
a store Santa and his helper. 

Their crime spree continues until 
they run into an equally unscru- 
pulous mall detective (Bernie Mac) 
who wants a piece of the action. 

“I just thought the script was 
hilarious and very well written,” said 
Thornton. “I’d never seen anything 
quite like it.” (John Requa and Glenn 
Ficarra, co-writers of the 2001 com- 
edy “Cats & Dogs,” wrote it.)

Directed by Terry Zwigoff and 
executive produced by sibling film- 
makers Joel and Ethan Coen, the 
film also stars late actor John 
Ritter.

Some conservative groups already 
have complained to Miramax’s par- 
ent company, the Walt Disney Co., 
about the film’s content.

M US 1C I The third album is a mile- 
stone in the careers of many bands. 
The musicians have built a loyal fol- 
lowing, and feel ready to take the 
risky step of changing their sound, 
lyrics or image. Thursday decided to 
do just that on its third album, “War 
All the Time” (Island/ Victory). 

There are similarities to the 
band’s previous records: dramat- 
ic drumbeats, exaggerated guitars, 
smooth bass lines and the falsetto 
voice of front man Geoff Rickly, all 
of which sound as though the album 
was recorded in a dance hall with 
bad acoustics. 

What’s different here is the emo- 


tion. Thursday’s older tunes covered 
things like car crashes and desolate 
cities. “War All the Time” explores 
feelings of alienation in different 
environments. 

The opening track, “For the 
Workforce, Drowning,” explains 
how one can get lost in the drudg- 
ery of a white-collar job: “These 
ties strangle our necks, hanging 
in the closet, filed in the cubicle/ 
Without a name, just numbers on 
a resume stored in a mainframe/ 
Marked for delete.” 

“Signals Over the Air” express- 
es aggression against that certain 
someone just before the relation- 


ship ends. Other tracks describe 
feelings at the start of war, when a 
friend dies, and at alack of religious 
faith, all of which ties into the alien- 
ation motif 

Although the album is mostly 


exhilarating to hear, it’s depressing 
to understand. “War All the Time” 
is worth a listen, though, even if it’s 
likely to appeal mostly to existing

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Paul van Dyk raises the roof — and awareness of economic inequity 


PERSONALITY I When you’re an 
internationally renowned artist 
who’s remixed superstars like U2, 
thrown down DJ sets at almost 
every dance hotspot around the 
globe and crafted a heap of top -10 
club hits, what do you do next? 

If you’re Paul van Dyk, you turn 
your attention toward raising the 
social consciousness of your listen- 
ers, courtesy of a life- changing trip 
to Bombay, India, in late 2002. 

“What I saw driving through the 
streets was just really devastating,” 
he recalled. “There was nothing 
that’s acceptable. In our so-called 
civilized world, we adjusted our- 
selves to the fact that some people 
have more, some people have less. 
But somehow, even if it’s not always 
fair, it’s still kind of balanced in a 
way. And it was completely out of 
any balance.” 

The Berlin native’s fourth art- 
ist album, “Reflections,” mirrors 
this desire to bring about change. 
Alongside traditional elements — the 
uptempo soul of “Homage”; the ethe- 
real house thumping of “Connected”; 
the wiry beats of the title track — van 
Dyk expanded his sound to include 
a collaboration with rockers Vega 4 
on the transcendent electronic/rock

hybrid “Time of Our Lives,” a shift 
toward pop structures representa- 
tive of the album as a whole. 

Innovation and diversity are 
intrinsic to van Dyk’s success. Hits 
like “For an Angel” and “Another 
Way” mixed whooshing modern 
keyboards and slick beats that 
ooze as much warmth as they do 
danceability. 

“I remember how many people 
said, ‘Oh yeah, your next record 
should sound like ‘Angel,’” he said. 
“It’s like, ‘No.’ The track actual- 
ly is based on the fact that I met 
my then-girlfriend, now my wife. 
When I write something about my 
relationship nowin 2003, it sounds 
like ‘Homage.’ It doesn’t sound like 
‘Angel,’ because [that was written] 
11 years ago!” 

In addition to making music. Van 
Dyk has become a benefactor of the 
Indian charity Akanksha, an organi- 
zation dedicated to feeding and edu- 
cating impoverished children. 

“I ... know, especially with elec- 
tronic music, that a lot of people 
think this is kind of meaning- 
less, worthless music, because it’s 
just faceless projects. But at the 
same time, I hope that people 
actually reflect on my music and 
what my music says.” annie zaleski

It’s awe-inspiring how people 
that live boring lives can be so end- 
lessly fascinating when they keep 
their mouth shut and their head 
down. It’s more fun this way. 

What do you think of other polit- 
ical comics today, such as “The 
Boondocks”? 

Aaron McGruder cites me as a 
major influence, which is always 
flattering, of course. He’s a terrific 
talent and his graphics sing ... but 
I wonder, sometimes, if he misses a 
delicate lesson from Bloom County 
... one that I learned after painful 
missteps with . . . uh, outspokenness. 
Let’s just say that if a comic strip tree 
falls hard in the forest and no hears 
it because they’re wincing . . . does the 
Pope, then, you know, poop in the 
woods? OK, the metaphor collapsed 
but you get my meaning. 

Do you think that the comic section 
is just for adults or is there room 
for strips aimed mainly at children 
ages 6 to 10? I remember read- 
ing the simpler strips way before I 
actually understood it.
